Fund. Hewitt-Coleman and As- 
sociates of St. Clair Shores and 
Sault Ste. Marie have been hired 
as the Services Company who 
make all claim investigations 
and payments, conduct a safety 
program, and acquire all nec- 
essary bonds and reinsurance 
MAT- SIF. 

The loss control operation 
conducted by Hewitt-Coleman 
is very intensive. They have 
made nearly 300 inspections of 
members’ operations during the 
first year and as a result thirteen 
members have been dropped 
due to non-compliance with 
safety recommendations or for 
non-payment of premiums. 

The fund operates by col-

Michigan Gambling 

Would you ever imagine that 
someday Detroit may become 
the Las Vegas of mid-America? 
House Bill 6078 would authorize 
the licensing of 4 gambling 
casinos in Detroit now with 
another 2 added in 1980. We can 
rest assured that if this pro- 
gressive step tcward open gam- 
bling is not defeated, within a 
few years the entire state of 
Michig2r may be covered with 
gambling tables and slot ma- 
chines. Lottery tickets and 
horse races were supported in 
Michigan last year with over 500 
million dollars. 

But doesn’t gambling bring 
lots of money into the state 
treasury? Not really. Gamblers 
spent 7% billion dollars in 
Nevada gambling last year, 
‘losing 1.1 billion, and the state 
of Nevada received only 82.5 


- million in revenue from this 


gambling. Now if Michigan 
could develop gambling to the 
same Gegree and receive the 
same cut, it would amount to 
less that 2% of the state's 
budget for nox! year. 

The worst part of legalizing 
organized gambling will come 
with the increase of social 
problems and crime which 
accompany such activity. For 
example, did you know that 
Nevada leads Michigan in prop- 
ater melenn “Eminthiln’ conan 
cry crime, forcible rape, 
gravated assault, burglary, tar- 
ceny-theft and in the total crime 
index? Most of us know how 
bad Detroit is already, and yet 
Las Vegas ‘eads Detroit in ali of 
the above mentioned areas of 
crime. You may check these 
tecords from the 1975 Uniform 
Crime Reports, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Have you ever wondered why 
people who are more involved in 
gambling are also more involved 
in serious crimes against prop- 
erty and the lives of innocent 
persons? Gambling actually re- 
veals the old nature in man. The 
person wha gambles is basic- 
ally selfish and greedy. He 
attempts to capture the fruits of 
the labors of others with a 
minimum of effort and a maxi- 
mum of risk.

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Three of the four sons of 
Simon and Mary Girty were 
responsible for about three- 
fourths of the grief and gloom in 
backwoods cabins of Kentucky 
and the western secfions of 
Virginia and Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the Hevolutionary War. At 
feast, that was the opinion of 
most American settlers along 
the western frontier. 

Of the three notorious Girty 
brothers - Simun, James and 
George - who led many Indian 
expeditions out of, the Old 
Northwest during the revolu- 
tion, the most dreaded and 
detested was Simon. His rote in 
the Indian raids. particularly his 
cruel treatment of victims, 
made his name synonymous 
with savagery. 

The second son of Simon and 
Mary Girty, he was born near 
Harrisburg. Pennsylvania, in 
1741. Ten years tater the elder 
Girty was killed by an Indian 
named the Fish. A friend, John 
killing the Indian, and two years 
later he married Mary Girty. 

{In 1756 Turner and his family 
were at Fort Granville when it 
was captured by French and 
Indians. They were carried off 
by red men and Turner, recog- 
nized as killer of the Fish, was 
tortured while his stepsons. 
wite and infant son looked on 
and was finally killed. Members 
of the family were separated 
among various tribes but the 
oldest son, Thomas, soon es- 
caped. Simon was adopted by 
the Senecas, James by the 
Shawnees, and George by the 
Delawares. They, as well as 
their mother and her son by 
Turner. lived the indians 
until 1759 when, as the result of 
a treaty, they were brought to 
Fort Pitt and released. 

For several years Simon Girty 


“was empicyed as an interpreter, 


and in 1774 he served as a scout 
with Simon Kenton in Dun- 
more's War. Many years later 
when Kenton was captured by 
Indians, Girty was instrumental 
in saving his life. Some contend 
that he saved many others,

he is known to have shown 
mercy seem far outnumbered by 
his acts of cruelty. 

For a time after the start of 
the revolution Girty, though 
discharged from his position as 
interpreter for the Continental 
Congress in 1776 because of ill 
behavior, appeared to sympa- 
thize with the colonists. How- 
ever, early in 1778 he left Pitts- 
burgh with several men, includ- 
ing Alexander McKee and Mat 
thew Elliott, and joined the 
British. After stopping at the 
Deiaware indian town at the 
forks of the Muskingum, they 
continued on to the Shawnee 
villages on the Scioto River 
(near what is now Circleville, 
Ohio) where they tound James 
Girty, who was trading with the 
Indians, and persuaded him to 
support the British. 

When they reached Detroit, 
they were welcomed by Lt. Gov. 
Henry Hamilton and employed 
in the British Indian NDepart- 
ment, serving as interpreter: 
and leaders of Indians in action 
on behalf of Great Britain. Fora 
time Simon was assigned to the 
Mingo tribe and James to the 
Shawnees, both in the Ohio 
wilderness. In May of 1779 
George Girty, then a lieutenant 
in the Continental Army, desert- 
ed and also joined the British at 
Detroit. He, too. was assigned 
work among the Shawnees. 

In October of that year Simon 
Girty and a band of Indians 
surprised a group of Americans 
who were transporting supplies 
up the Ohio River from New 
Orleans to.Fort Pitt. Only 13 of 
the 70 Americans escaped the 
attack near present-day Cincin- 
nati, and the incident helned to 
strengthen British - indian 
relations. 

In 1782 Girty was with Indians 
who captured Co}. William 
Crawford after a battle near 
Upper Sandusky. As warriors 
tortured the American officer, 
he pleaded with Girty to end his 
misery by shooting him. Ac- 
cording to one account, Girty 
responded by firing his gun 
loaded oniy with powder - not a 
ball - to further torment Craw- 
ford who, after hours of misery, 
finally died. Girty also led 
Indian assaults against Ken- 
tucky settlements that year. 

After the revolution, Girty 


continued his etforts on behait 


of the British in their dealings 
with the Wabash and Ohio 
tribes. He was present at the 
defeat of Gen. Arthur St. Ctair's 
forces in 1791 and reportedly 
ordered an Indian to kill and 
scalp Gen. Richard Butler who 
had been wounded and was 
tying helplessly on the ground. 

When the British finally turn- 
ed Detroit over to the. Americans 
in 1796, Girty and his wife - the 
former Catharine Malott, a 
white captive of Indians whom 
he married in 1784 - crossed 
over to Canada and made their 
home at Amherstburg. Giriy, 
who also aided the British 
during the War ct 1812, died at 
Amherstburg in 1818. His broth- 
er George, who married a Dela- 
ware Indian woman, died just 
before the War of 1812 at a 
trading post on the Maumee 
River near whal is now Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. James Girty 
married a Shawnee and before 
ihe War of i812 fioved to 


Gosfield, Canada.

That big sigh of relief heard around 
the state recently came from the 
elements of Michigan which did not 
want the so-called clean politics law to 
become effective. 

The Michigan Supreme Court obliged 
the anti-folks, deciding 5-2 that the 
omnibus clean politics iaw was illegal 
because it was too omnibus—that is, 
the law as adopted violated the 
Michigan constitution because it em- 
braced more than one subject. 

Indeed it did. It embraced so many 
subjects, as a matter of fact, that the 
coilective sigh of relief at the law not 
becoming effective came from many, 

One sigh went up from lobbyists, 
who did not like the sorts of control on 
their activities and financial reporting 
the near-law required. 

Another came from state public of- 
ficials. who did not want to tell the 
public how much money they owed, or 
how many assets they had. 

That sigh was echoed by focal public 
officials—even down to the township 
planning commission tevel, for example 
— who did not want to air their financial 
linen. Many were on the verge of 
dropping out of public life instead. 

Yet ancther came from the 
citizenry in many places who now won't 
have to dig so deep to find folks willing 
to hold local public office. 

Some of the bureau€rais sighed a 
relief, too; those were the ones in the 
elections business who didn't really 
know how they were qoing to make the 
clean politics law effective, and felt they 
had more important things to do, 
anyway. 

Some sections of the media sighed in 
relief: they were concerned about a 
provision of the almost-law which set 
stiff penalties for reporting in the media 
what the candidates and public officials 
filed about certain of their activities and 
holdings. 

Of course, not all parts of all these 
forces sighed in relief when the justices

threw out the law. Some favored the 
law, some were unperturbed one way or 
the other. 

But | would guess the sighs of relief 
far outdrowned the sighs of disappoint- 
ment. 

The Supreme Court averted all sorts 
of potential problems under the omni- 
bus clean politics bill, Indeed, it 
seemed to me the reformers who 
backed the bill were trying to soive 
almost all the problems of ail levels of 
office-holding in one fell swoop. It was 
a broad vill—unconstitutionally broad, 
as the court has now pointed out.

Backers of the law have commented 
that the heat is off now, with Watergate 
fading into the past as: time goes on, so 
passing broag poiiticai reform may not 
be so easy.

reaction io a crisis situation, 


forever present in the 
process. : 

A chronic complaint in the lawmaking 
process is that under our system, you 
cannot get action until a crisis is at 
hand: in other words, reason and study 
are not the foundations of our laws 
nearly so much as are danger and crisis. 

One problem with this crisis ap- 
proach is that too often, government 
acts in haste while the public repents in 
leisure, to paraphrase the adage. 

There's little doubt in my mind that 
the clean politics effort was a primary 
example of tiie reform element acting in 
haste in the reaction to Watergate. The 
court focusing on the shaky consti- 
tutional ground of the effort has saved 
us from repentling at ieisure. 

Politics certainly needs some re- 
forms. Now we have the chance to call 
on reason and sense, as well as fervor 
and zeal, in the formula for reform.

Seafarer, erly Sanguine, is the 
submarine Pata att ah system 


which the Navy wants to bury some- 
where, maybe under 2,700 square miles 
of Michigan's Upper Peninsula. Seafarer 
is needed to prevent any rotten Russian 
from enjoying the ashes of New Jersey. 

The problem is simple. !f the 
Russian's push the big button first, they 
might wipe out the entire U. S. before 
we could push back. Our only survivors 
would be our submarines but they'd be 
so far underwater they wouldn't know 
what the Russians had done. The 
question is how to notify the subs se 


they can oush their nucicar buttons and 


destroy Russia. Thus 2 nations would 
be razed for urban renewal. Planned 
Parenthood chapters could cancel all 
meetings, and the world would be safe 
for Democracy. 

The Seafarer system could alert our 
subs in time to assure what every 
peaceful nation wants — total revenge. 
But the Pentagon is having trouble with 
citizens who don't want the Seafarer 
antenna grid buried in their neighbor- 
hood.

hecause of budget cuts. This would 


cost the area thousands of jobs. 

But the Pentagon further revealed 
iat the U.P.’s 2nd Air Force base would 
likely Serve as ine nerve center for 
Seafarer, should it be buried there. Of 
course, if Seafarer is banned... 

You don't have to be a submarine to 
gei the message. If i were a fruit fly 
living in the Upper Peninsula, I'd start 
packing. Tt
